Of New Water Facilities 


Pottstown's usually c a r e f u l l y 


groomed lawns are toasting in the hot 


sunlight with nary a drop of water available 
to siake their thirst, borough officials are 
hoping that water supply facilities v.iii be 
of sufficient capacity next year so that a 
water baa need not be imposed. 


Competent engineers met with IS of the 


20 borough councilmen the other eight and 
discussed plans for additions! water pres- 
sure. The shortest time possible for installa- 
tion of proper machinery is two and one-half 
months, they estimated. From that it is easy 
to figure that no relief can be expected this 
Summer, and the most that can be hoped 
for is for sufficiency next year.

ties. But comes the day when the Summer 
drouth is no longer with. us. and thought?

—and before you know it, another Summer 
drouth will be upon us with little accom- 
plished on its elimination.

it isn't raining, it doesn't need to be fixed. 


Like the proposed fire alarm box in 


South Pottstown—just after the fire at the 
Pottstown Manufacturing 
company, South 


Pottstonians were all enthused about it: but 
there hasn't been a serious_jire in South- 
Pottstown since then and people are too 
occupied with sun tan lotion to bother with 
it.

This had been delayed before 
because certain officials- weren't sure that 
the site adjacent to Brookside w as the proper 
site. Now they have been convinced and no 
further delay can be expected from those 
quarters. -

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
WITH THE popular 
acceptance of 


commercial air travel, and the rapid 
growth of jet air transportation, an un- 
looked-for complication may at times 
arise for tfie air-minded individual 
in 


the ear disease known as aerotitis. 


Aerotitis is caused by a relative de- 


crease of pressure in the middle ear as 
compared with pressure in the 
sur- 


rounding atmosphere. 


When the .atmospheric pressure is 


greatly increased suddenly, this disease 
is very common. It most often occurs 
on the descent of an airplane. 


It seems that when the airplane as- 


cends, the air in the middle ear expands. 
However, when the airplane descends, 
the air in the middle ear must be' ven- 
tilated in order to equalize the pressure. 


This process may be helped by swal- 


lowing or yawning- Sometimes thrust- 
ing the jaw forward or holding the mouth 
and nose closed and puffing out 
the 


cheeks will help. 


Aerotitis more frequently occurs in 


persons having colds or upper respira- 
tory infections. A person having iero- 
t;ti3 usually coir.plains of loss of hearing 
followed by pain, which may last for a 
v.-eek or more. There is a ringing in the 
ear and dizziness. In severe case^. the 
ear drum may even be ruptured. 


A doctor or ear specialist can usually
